Wia., April 21.~Fonr- 


teen workmen lost their lives in the 
fierce storm which lashed Lake Michi- 
gan yesterday. They were employed 
in the construction of the new water- 
works in Lake tunnel, being engaged 
in bricking up a shaft, a thousand feet 
from the shore. The hurricane swept 
away the frail structure which had 
been built upon the top of the cut to 
shelter the men and dashed them into 
the seething lake. Through the heroic 
efforts of the life-saving crew James 
Miller was saved. He is the only one 
of the fifteen workmen who escaped 
with his life. He is lying at the Emer- 
gency hospital, too weak to tell his aw- 
ful story 


The work was in charge of Schailer 


& Schneiglon, Chicago contractors, 
whose loss will be about 110,000. 
Work on the tunnel will be delayed for 
several months. 


A terrible sea ha« been raging since 


Wednesday morning. At midnight the 
swelling increased, and toward 11 
o'clock the sea become so furious that 
the shed built on the crib began to 
tremble 
Toward 13 o'clock the tim- 


bers supporting the house gave way 
and the planks began to wash ashore 
At 4 o'clock yesterday morning the hist 
rafter of the shed fell from the top of 
the crib, leaving the .men at the mercy 
of the waves 


At 0 o'clock Capt, Peterson and the 


life-saving crew arrived at the wa- 
terworks. The sea was running high, 
waves fifteen and twenty feet high 
were washing over the piers and the 
crib. lie said it was impossible to 
reach the crib with his lifeboat. If a 
tug conld be obtained there might be 
Home hope of landing. The Starke was 
secured and the dangerous trip begun. 
The tug cleared the harbor, but was 
obliged to turn back, as she could not 
be controled in the raging sea. 


When the news came that the crib 


could not be reached great excitement 
prevailecl 
Relatives of the missing 


men volunteered to attempt the trip if 
a boat could be secured. There was no 
boat to be had, however. An attempt 
to reach the crib in a small boat would 
have resulted in sure death for its oc- 
cupanta 


At 9 o'clock about 500 people had as- 


sembled on the shore. The scenes 
were the *iost pathetic witnessed in 
this city since the Newall house fire. 
Wives and children of the victims pa- 
troled the shore for the bodies of their 
loved ones 
No bodies were, however, 


washed up 


Shortly after 9 o'clock the wife of 


Jack McBride appeared She was al- 
most heartbroken and pitifully gazed 
out toward the crib. Shortly after- 
ward another woman, supporting an 
ajsad man, slowly came down the steps 
leading to the pumping works. Both 
were weeping bitterly. They were the 
wife and father of Mike Dwyer. The 
aged man could not be comforted. He 
insisted on staying on the beach and 
watching for a sign of his son. Mrs. 
Dwyer was taken to the office of the 
waterworks. Another pitiful scene 
was a gtpup of Polish women. The 
husbands of two of the women are 
among the lost men. 


At 0 30 the beach was crowded with 


•weeping women. Some were wives, 
some 
were sisters. Children were 


mourning for their fathers. 


At 10 o'clock every hope for the safety 


of the men had vanished, when sud- 
denly a figure was seen creeping out of 
the shaft Then came another. In a 
few moments six men were on the crib 
clinging to the engine, which is still 
intact With tho aid of n powerful 
field glass the movements of the men 
were plainly discerned 
The men must 


have suffered fearfully from the cold, as 
their actions signified. They huddled 
together closely and tried hard to warm 
themselves 
They remained on the 


crlbvbout fifteen minutes, when one 
by one they disappeared. The disap- 
pearance did not worry the spectators, 
who now thought that the men were 
all safe 
It was thought that the men 


on the crib had gone back into the 
shaft, where It was supposed their com- 
rades wero in safe refuge 


The news that the men had been 


seen cheered the women, who now had 
hopes of the safety of their husbands. 
The sea became calmer, and Capt. 
Peterson of the life-saving station no- 
tified the officers at the pumping sta- 
tion that another attempt to reach the 
crib would be made. 


All H o'clock the tug Welcome tow- 


ing a lifeboat steamed out of the har- 
bor and headed to the northward. At 
11-45 the crib was reached and Inger 
Olscn, one of the surfmen, landed. AH 
eyes were now turned seaward. Olsen 
worked about for fifteen minutes and 
then dove into the water. Everybody 
on shore knew what the man's actions 
meant. There was no longer any doubt 
that the men were lost and that some 
of them had died while the helpless 
spectators on shore were looking on. 
When Olsen was drawn back to the 
boat it was seen that the helpless form 
of a man was strapped to his back. It 
was James Miller, the only survivor, 
who was half dead from eold and ex- 
posure. The tug and the lifeboat re- 
turned to the harbor with difficulty, 
and Miller was taken to the hospital.

The house on the crib was a flimsy 


affair, constructed on the plan of the 
ordinary house on shore. The joists 
were 2i4-inch plank sticks and the 
sides were of common flooring. It was 
two stories high, and was flush with 
the sides of the crib.

sleeping quarters for the men. It was 
argued by the contractors that in con- 
structing the tunnel from the lake end 
there would be days at a time in the 
stormy weather incident to spring that 
it would be impossible for the men to 
leave the crib at the conclusion of 
their day's work, and in view of this 
arrangements were made for boarding 
them at the scene of their labors. The 
top of the crib was about four feet 
above the level ot the lake 


"If there is any responsibility for the 


disaster at the crib," said City Engi- 
neer Bensonberg, "it attaches to the 
contractors Schailer & Bchnalglon that 
the works were destoryod." 


"Does not the city have a general su- 


pervision of the work?" 


"No; that is, any farther than to see 


that it is properly done I do not 
think that a building could have been 
erected on the crib that could have 
withstood such a storm. Such acci- 
dents cannot be foreseen."

The cyclone's path was through a 


vast pine forest, broken here and there 
>y farms. Huge trees were uprooted 
and carried for the distance of a mile. 


Near the town of Pachuta lived the 


family of William Barton, consisting 
of himself, wife and three children. 
Their bodies, except that of the young- 
est child, were picked up over a mile 
away, mangled and entirely nude. 
Their brains had been dashed out 
The child had a miraculous escape. It 
was found a half mile from its home 
early in the morning, inlnjured, but 
>iteously crying for it* mother. 


William Fisher lived near the station 


with his mother, wife and five children. 
They were blown away, and searching 
wrtles have bean out all day, but none 
of their bodies have been recovered. A 
child of Sim McOowan was found dead 
n a tree, a mile from its home. Fou" 
negroes were killed outright and a fam^ 
ly of nine negroes perished. 
The country stricken is strewn for 


miles with debris and along the path- 
way of tbe cyclone are found all kinds 
of household goods, dead cattle and 
joultry. The picture is indescribably

NEW ORLEANS, La,, April 31.—A train 


which arrived yesterday from Meridian 
iad no difficulty in getting through 
that city, the track Doing clear of 
wreckage. It did not stop at Meridian 
and therefore did not bring any news 
of the disastrous cyclone reported in 
Mississippi Wednesday evening. Infor- 
mation has been received here, how- 
ever, in confirmation of the report, and 
such details as are obtainable Indicate 
that the storm did an immense amount 
of damage. The track of the storm 
was across the counties of Jasper and 
Clark, which are in the eastern portion 
of Mississippi and south of Meridian. 
Owing to the remotnsss of the two 
counties, full details of the storm can- 
not be secured.

The receipts ot the Deoatnr poetoffiae 


exceed the running expenses each month 
$2000 to (26X10, and the excess goes into 
tbe government fund. It is not spent 
in Deoatnr, but p&tt ot it ought to be 
left here to make the service better, and 
in keeping with the growth and commer- 
cial importance ot our hustling oity, 
Deeatnr should have three more reaii 
camera on the fores. They are needed 
every day. Postmaster Hnbbaid has 
tried in vain to get more help, but the 
department will not allow any more ad- 
ditions, and as none ot the carriers are 
permitted under the rules to make extra 
time, the eeivioe is being greatly im- 
paired . The present routes are too long. 
Since they were established the districts 
have been built up and filled in with 
new residents to eneh an extent that it 
is impossible lor the carriers to make 
the rounds in the time allotted. The 
oirriera every day are greatly over- 
worked, and sometimes they have to run 
to get back to the office with mail taken 
up to go on outgoing trains. 


The routes will have to be shortened 


until tbe government furnishes extra 
help. Certain districts in the northwest 
and southeastern portions of the city 
will have to be cut cff, but the new lines 
will not be established until tbe post 
master in person goes uver the routes 
to make a personal investigation ot dis- 
tance and density ot population in the 
districts.
